OF RENT CONTROL 


Will Ask for Prison 
Terms and Fines for 
Violators—Says Short- 
age of Rental Housing 
Has Increased, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (UP)— 
Rent Director Tighe E. Woods 
said today he would ask the new 
Congress not only to extend but 
to strengthen the rent control 
law. 

“The shortage of rental housing 
is more serious today, especially 
in the smaller communities, than 
it was a year ago,” Woods told 
the United Press in an interview. 

He said he would ask Congress 
to extend the rent law for 12 
months past its present expira- 
tion date, March 31, and to close 
what he Considers three big loop- 
holes in the present act. 


In addition, he probably will 
propose that Congress give him 
new authority to restore controls, 
or impose them for the first time, 
in areas that may be boomed by 
new defense activity. 

Changes Sought. 

Here are the major changes he 
will ask for in the present law: 

1, Eviction Controls—Restore 
federal control over evictions. 
Now evictions are left to local 
courts. The result, Woods said, 
is a serious black market in 
rents. 

2. Treble Damages—Give the 
rent director power to sue rent 
violators for three times their 
overcharge. Now only the ten- 
ant can bring such suits. This 
means that landlords usually get 
off with simple repayment of 
the overcharge, 

3. Criminal Sanctions—Pro- 
vide jail terms and fines for 
convicted violators. This would 
give the rent director weapons 
to back up his orders. Now he 
has no such weapons. 

Woods believes the new Demo- 
cratic Congress will receive his 
proposals cordially. Capital 
sources supported this belief. Some 
pro-New Deal Senators were re- 
ported to be pressing for an ex- 
tension for two years rather than 
12 months. 

Says Shortage Is Worse. 

Far from being licked, the 
rental housing shortage has be- 
come worse, Woods said. 

“This is due to the fact that 
new families are being created 
faster than new living units, plus 
the fact that many new units are 
priced out of reach of the aver- 
age family,” Woods explained. 

He said rents on new units— 
which are free of control—now 
range from $90 to $125 for small 
apartments. Prices for small 
houses run from $9000 to $12,000, 
he said. 

“This is more than the average 
family can pay,” he added, 

An extension of rent controls 
was one of President Truman’s 
campaign pledges. He is expected 
to recommend it promptly to the 
Eighty-first Congress. Organized 
real estate interests have opposed 
another extension.

Season’s First Snow Falls in City 
As Temperature Drops 19 Degrees

Filling Stations Swamped With

St. Louisans splashed through 
the first snowfall of the season 
today, but it wasn’t skiing weath- 
er here. The snow part of a 


c mixture of rain and snow 
which began falling at 1:05 -p.m. 
melted as soon as it reached the 
ground. ‘ 
A mass of cald air, moving 
across the country, sent-the mer- 
cury from 53 .degrees at 7 a.m. 
to 34 at 4 pm. Meteorologist 
Harry F. Wahlgren predicted a 
fow tomorrow morning of about 
35 and a high in the afternoon 
near 50. Skies tomorrow will be 
clear, he thinks. 
The feel of winter in the air 
reminded tardy motorists. that 
anti-freeze time had rolled around 
again. Filling stations reported 
they were swamped with demands 
for anti-freeze. 
The weather man said the bu- 
reau doesn’t keep any records 


showing average date of the first 
snowfall, but he thinks today’s 
snow was behind schedule. Octo- 
ber in St. Louis usually has a trace 
of snow, he said, and the normal 
for November here is .8 of an inch. 
Snow flurries were general 
throughout Missouri except for 
the southeastern corner of the 
state. Most weather stations 
east of the Rocky mountains and 
north of Texas reported snow as 
the cold front moved eastward. 
The cold front dropped the mer- 
cury to 13 above in Denver, Colo., 
where yesterday’s high was 29. 
Two inches of snow covered the 
ground there, and it was sleeting 
as far south as Fort Worth, Tex. 
Wahlgren in a reminiscent 
mood, recalled Nov. 11, 1911, a red 
letter day in meteorological cir- 
cles. Temperature here was 78 at 
3.p.m. then, but by 6 o’clock 
the next morning, the mercury 
had fallen 66 degrees to 12 above. 


AMPLE SMOKELESS COAL 
FOR HOMES LIKELY; GAS, OIL 
SUPPLY APPEARS ADEQUATE 


Occupants. of homes with. 
hand-fired furnaces will prob- 
ably have no difficulty this 
year in obtaining the smoke- 
less fuel required under the 
city’s. anti-smoke ordinance, 
Smoke Commissioner James H. 
Carter said today. 

The supply of the fuel ap- 
pears good enough so that it 
was not felt necessary for the 
smoke commissioner’s office to 
make the periodic survey of 
supplies on hand in dealers’ 
yards, which has been made 
annually in recent years, Car- 
ter said. The improved supply 
is due, he added, to increased 
production of smokeless coal 
and a large number of con- 
versions of heating systems to 
oil, gas or stokers. 

Oil distribution companies 
have assured him there prob- 
ably will be plenty of fuel oil 
to supply consumers adequate- 
ly, Carter said, and it appears 
that homes equipped with gas 
firing devices also will have a 
sufficient supply.

Public Service Commis- 
sion Grants Increase 


Affecting 700 Union 


Electric Customers.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 9—An 
increase of 35.2 per cent in steam 
heating rates charged to 700 cus- 
tomers of Union Electric Co, of 
Missouri in downtown St. Louis 
was approved today by the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission. 

Based on 1947 volume, it is es- 
timated that the rate increase will 
give the utility an additional 
$500,000. a year in revenue. In 


seeking the increase, Union Elec- 
tric gave as its principal reason 
the advancing cost of coal, 

Hotels, large stores, office build- 
ings and commercial establish- 
ments are the principal customers 
for steam. They received notice 
of the new rate schedule last July 
but the increase was suspended by 
the Public Service Commission 
pending an inquiry. Now the in- 
creased rates will be effective 
Dec,” 1. 

A fuel adjustment clause ac- 
counts for most of the increase. 
Under that clause, rates will go 
up or down automatically, as the 
cost of fuel purchased by Union 
Electric varies from a base price. 
Thirty-eight large customers pro- 
tested against the clause and the 
city of St. Louis also objected to 
the rate increase, stating it was 
grossly unfair. 

Union Electric submitted evi- 
dence that it paid $5.78 a ton for 
fuel last. June, contrasted with 
$2.87 a ton in 1928. The Public 
Service Commission held the fuel 
clause “is fair and equitable to 
customers and to the company.”

CHINA ACCUSES 
RUSSIA OF AIDING 
COMMUNISTS AND 
BREAKING TREATY 


Attack by Foreign Minis- 
‘ter Comes as Surprise 
— Soviets Told Their 
Actions Weakened 
Ties With Nanking. 


NANKING, Nov. 9 (UP)—Chi- 
nese Foreign Minister Wang Shih- 
chieh criticized Soviet Russia to- 
day for providing “moral and ma- 
terial” aid to the Chinese Commu- 
nists. He accused the Russians 
of violating their treaty of friend- 
ship with China. 

In a strongly-worded speech be- 
fore the Legislative Yuan, Wang 
said the violations “weakened” the 
relations between Russia and 
China. : 

At the same time, Wang inti- 
mated China will renew its re- 


quest for more American aid to 
protect China from the Chinese 
Communists. 

The Foreign Minister’s speech 
Was generally regarded as herald- 
ing a hardened Chinese policy to- 
ward Russia and a clear-cut align- 
ment with the western powers. 
Heretofore, Wang has used a 
“velvet-glove” approach toward the 
Soviet Union. 

New Policy Demanded. 

The attack on Russia came on 
the heels of a decision by the Cen- 
tral Political Council to formulate 
a new “clearly-shaped and def- 
inite” Chinese foreign policy. 
Both developments confirmed be- 
lief the government was acceding 
to demands to Yuan members for 
a diplomatic showdown with Rus- 
sia. 

Wang enumerated five instances 
of alleged violations of a 1945 
treaty by Russia: 1—The Soviets 
obstructed Chinese efforts to take 
over Manchuria. 2—The Soviets 
refused to allow Chinese troops to 
land at Port Arthur and Dairen. 
3—The Soviets gave facilities to 
the Chinese Communists to take 
over surrendered Japanese arms 
and supplies. 4—The Russians 
gave moral and material assistance 
to the Communists. 5—The Soviets 
failed to observe the independence 
of Outer Mongolia. 

The Foreign Minister maintained 
abrogation of the treaty would be 
inadvisable. However, he did not 
rule out the possibility of appeal- 
ing to the United Nations. 

Wang said in any future request 
to the United States for aid, China 
would emphasize the necessity for 
placing equal emphasis on Europe 
and Asia, and that military help 
was as important as economic aid. 

Rail Strike Hits Shanghai. 

Meanwhile, 12,000 rail workers 
struck, halting all rail service in 
and out of Shanghai, Nanking and 
Hangchow. Trainmen refused to 
work when the government rail- 
road administration could not meet 
demands that work be paid for in 
rice instead of the plummeting 
government’s gold yuan. 

It was the first organized pro- 
test in the area against the rice 
shortage. But Mobs of hungry 
Chinese have been looting rice 
shops and vegetable stalls. Eight 
shops were wrecked today. by ma- 
rauding Chinese. 

Rice was selling at 1500 gold 
yuan—377 United States dollars at 
the official rate or about 65 Unit- 
ed States dollars at the black 
market rate—per 110 pounds. 

Roger D. Lapham, Economic 
Co-operation Administration chief 
in China, promised large quanti- 
ties of rice and flour was on its 
way from the United States and 
Siam, He asked the population to 
remain calm until Dec. 1, but the 
appeal met little response and gov- 
ernment officials held lengthy ses- 
sions in an effort to work out a 
solution. 

Report of New Cabinet. 

In the political field, there were 
reports that President Chiang Kai- 
shek wil! yield some of his per- 
sonal control of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to a new cabinet headed 
by Gen. Chang Chun. Chiang, 
these reports said, would be will- 
ing for the new cabinet to for- 
ward its decisions directly to the 
Chinese Parliament for action in- 
stead of sending them first to the 
generalissimo for approval.

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UN. MOVE 10 END 
DISPUTE OVER AID 
TO GREEK REBELS 


Refuse to Co-operate 
With Inquiry Group — 
Committee Limits De- 
bate After Dulles 
Charges Slav Filibuster.

PARIS, Nov. 9 (AP)— The Po- 
litical Committee of the United 
Nations. General Assembly asked 
Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Albania 
today to co-operate with Greece in 
settling the Balkan dispute stem- 
ming from the Greek civil war. 
Yugoslavia served notice of defi- 
ance, saying it would continue its 
boycott of the U.N. Special Com- 
mittee on the Balkans (UNSCOB). 

Forty - three of the Political 
Committee’s 58 member nations 
backed the move for co-operation, 
contained in a resolution proposed 
by the United States, Britain, 
France and China. It was the 
first paragraph taken up today as 
the delegates resumed their voting 
on individual sections of the reso- 
lution, 

The six-nation Soviet bloc Te- 
fused to vote on the co-operation 
paragraph, as it had done yester- 
day when the committee approved 
a paragraph condemning Yugo- 
slavia, Bulgaria and Albania for 
aiding Greece’s Communist guer- 
rillas, 

Dulles Assails Delay. 

The committee wound up 4an- 
other day’s session without reach- 
ing a vote on the whole resolution, 
but it did adopt a rule limiting 
speeches to 10 minutes in an ef- 
fort to speed up proceedings. The 
delegates voted 42 to 1 for the 
rule, with Yugoslavia’s Ales Beb- 
ler casting the lone dissent. 

The decision to limit, debate 
came after United States Dele- 
gate John Foster Dulles charged 
the Soviet bloc was conducting a 
filibuster to thwart action on 
the Balkans issue. He said the 
tactics of the minority were frus- 
trating the General Assembly 
more than the veto has frustrated 
the Security Council. The Slav 
group denied the filibustering 
charge. 

Nine countries were absent as 
the day’s first vote was taken 


via, Bulgaria and Albania to co- 
operate with Greece in settling the 
Balkan issue by peaceful means, 
but most of the late-comers were 
in their places on the next ballot. 
By a vote of 50 to 0, the com- 
mittee then approved a paragraph 
calling on Albania, Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia to co-operate with 
UNSCOB. Guatemala and Burma 
were absent on this vote. 
A paragraph extending the life 
of UNSCOB for another year was 
approved, 43 to 4, with four ab- 
stentions. 
Section Against Aiding Rebels. 
The delegates also accepted, 42 
to 0, a paragraph recommending 


all other countries “refrain from 
any action designed to assist di- 
rectly or through any other Gov- 
ernment any armed group fighting 
against the Greek Government.” 
The Slav: bloc abstained. 

The committee approved 43 to 4 
an Australian suggestion indors- 
ing reports of UNSCOB. Rus- 
sia, the Soviet Ukraine, White 
Russia and Yugoslavia voted no.

Yugoslavia’s Bebler accused the 
majority of showing a spirit of in- 
justice.

In the Trusteeship Committee to- 
day, South Africa said it has 
made plans for closer integration 
of Southwest Africa into the 
Union of South Africa, The area 
was taken from Germany in 1915 
and has been run by South Africa 
since, under a League of Nations

NEW YORK, Nov. 9 (AP)—The 
stock market wilted again today 
under a new selling blast. Key 
issues at the close were down a 
few cents to around $5 a ‘share. 

Heavy presSure soon after the 
opening, and again near the close, 
was enough to cause the ticker 
tape to fall behind in reporting 


quotations from the floor of the 
exchange. 

Most issues gave ground dog- 
gedly but eventually got shoved 
well into the minus column, At 
one time extreme losses piled up 
to $6. 

Before the close buying picked 
up enough to halt the decline and 
some cases to reduce the 
largest losses. 

Volume reached 2,260,000 shares 
compared with 1,300,000 yesterday. 

Stocks marked down included 
United States Steel, Republic Steel, 
Chrysler, Goodrich, Schenley, 
American Telephone, General Elec- 
tric, du Pont, Philip Morris, Radio 
Corp., American Woolen, Standard 
Oil (N.J.), and Eastern Air Lines.

The Condon case broke into the 
headlines early this year when a 
subcommittee called Condon, 
head of the National Bureau of 
Standards, “one of the weakest 
links in our atomic. security.” 
Condon, insisting on his loyalty, 
demanded a “hearing which the 
committee has not yet granted. 

Any prospect that the commit-

New. Bright Comet Observed 
In California With Unaided Eye 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 9 
(AP)—A new comet, whose dis- 
covery was announced yesterday 
by Harvard University, was ob- 


served today at several points. 

First sighted at a South Africa 
observatory, the comet was later 
spotted by watchers in Argentina, 
Mexico and Australia, 


In Los Angeles, Dr. Dinsmore 
Alter, director of Griffith Observa- 
tory, said it was “the most beau- 
tiful comet since Halley’s in 1910,” 

Dr. Alter watched the comet be- 
fore dawn as it rose over the slope 
of Mount Wilson. He said that 
from 5:45 a.m. he followed it for 
an hour with the naked eye and 
field 

“It showed a peculiar sheath- 
like effect of the head, preceding

Ariz. Henry Giclas of the observa- 
tory staff said the photographs 
show the comet to be moving in a 
southwesterly direction from dis- 
covery position. He described the 
comet as very bright with a long 
tail. He spotted it at 5 a.m. 

Dr. J. S. Paraskevopoulos, su- 
perintendent of the Harvard Ob- 
servatory outpost at Bloemfontein, 
South Africa, originally reported 
its brightness at “second magni- 
tude.” 

This would be only about one 
fifteenth as bright as the planet 
Venus—the most sparkling object

—Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph Co.’s application for a 
$2,055,000 rate increase in Ken- 
tucky was rejected completely to- 
day by the Public Service Com- 
mission.

Southern Bell put the $2,055,000 
a year boost into effect last July 
16 under a $750,000 bond assuring 
refunds to customers in evént the 
commission found any or all of the 
increase unreasonable. 

The opinion was delivered on 
the basis of company testimony 
given last summer.

For Dangerous Mental Patients 


Hospital Head Lohr Cites This as Last Resort 
After City Bars Its Facilities 
to the Area. 


St. Louis county mental .patients 
with dangerous homicidal or sui- 


cida] tendencies may, as a last re-/ 


sort, have to be confined in Coun- 
ty Jail to await transfer to state 
institutions, Dr. Curtis H. Lohr, 
superintendent of St. Louis County 
Hospital said today. 

This step, he said, is “against 
our better judgment,” but may 
have to be taken in view of the 
delay of the state in assuming 
care of county mental patients, 
and the notification to the county 
yesterday by the City of St. Louis 
that it must make other arrange- 
ments for temporary care of the 
patients pending their removal to 
state institutions. 

Dr. Lohr asserted the housing of 
dangerous mental patients in 
county jail is not a proper meth- 
od of caring for them, and is ob- 
jectional from the standpoint of 
both the patients and regular 
prisoners in the jail. 

Practice Widespread. 

This practice, he added, is being 
followed in many sections of the 
country. If ultimately adopted by 
the county, only a few patients 
would have to be cared for in the 
jail because only a small number 


of county mental patients are re- 
garded as dangerous, hé said. 

Until other arrangements can be 
made, Dr. Lohr said, it may be 
necessary for most of the patients 
to be cared for at home by their 
families. There are now 15 county 
patients in city-operated Malcolm 
Bliss Hospital awaiting removal 
to state institutions. The number 
has varied from eight to 25, he 
said. 

Dr. Lohr said he would seek a 
conference with State Department 
of Public Health and Welfare of- 
ficials to request additional beds 
be made available in state hos- 
pitals for county patients. He also 
plans to confer with county of- 
ficials on the matter, and survey 
private hospitals here to determine 
if patients can be cared for by 
them, with part of the costs of 
such care paid by the patients’ 
families. 

Dr. Francis M. Grogan, city hos- 
pital commissioner, yesterday no- 
tified Dr. Lohr that the city could 
not accept county patients because 
of over-crowding in its hospitals, 
as a result of the refusal of state 
institutions to accept St. Louis 
mental patients. 
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BACK PAY DENIED TO FIRED 
‘LIFETIME’ CITY EMPLOYE 


The Comptroller’s office, on the 
basis. of a City Counselor’s ruling, 
reported yesterday it had disap- 
proved $198 back pay for Louis 
Lee Baker, Negro city playground 
watchman, which was ordered 
paid last month by the Civil Serv« 
ice Commission when it reinstated 
him in his job. ; 

Deputy Comptroller Ray C. 
Schroeder said the opinion held 
that under the civil service char- 
ter amendment the commission 
could order an employe yestored 
to his job with back pay only if 
the worker had been fired for re- 
ligious, racial or political reasons. 
Baker was discharged two months 
ago on the ground he was not 
qualified for the job. 

Former Mayor Bernard F, Dick- 
mann had given Baker a “lifetime 
job” in recognition of his public 
service as a witness in the 1938 
bombing trial of Isadore Londe. 
Baker was the state’s chief wit- 
ness against Londe, despite the 
fact he had been shot in the head 
and left for dead in St. Louis 
county, in an effort to prevent 
him from testifying.

SANTA ANA, Calif. Nov. 9 
—The Santa Ana mountains brush 
fire shot today into Silverado Can- 
yon, an area of some 350 beautiful 
homes and estates. All residents 
had been evacuated. 

A. G. Brennein, federal forest 
supervisor, said 1350 Men were 
fighting the gale-swept blaze 
which so far has burned over 
some 43,000 acres, and is about a 
half-mile from the house area 
proper. ' 

The fire raged along an 18-mile 
front. Winds which on occasion 
reached hurricane force in moun- 
tain passes had dropped to 35 to 
40 miles an hour today and were 
expected to almost die out by to- 
night. 

Havoc caused by the gales hit 
most of the southern section of 
except Los Angeles.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP)— 
Democratic leaders turned a cold 
shoulder today on the proposal by 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt that States’ 
Rights Democrats be purged from 
the party. 

National Chairman J. Howard 
McGrath told a reporter it will 
be up to the Democratic members 
of the House and Senate to decide 
who gets the prized chairman- 
ships in the new Congress. 

He indicated the national com- 
mittee did not want to mix in any 
such possible fight. McGrath is 
a Senator from Rhode Island. 

He hinted further—but did not 
say so flatly—that any reprisal 
program such as Mrs. Roosevelt 
suggested wouldn’t fit in with 
current efforts to solidify Demo- 
crats behind the legislative pro- 
posals President Truman will send 
to Congress in January. 

In a radio broadcast from Paris 
yesterday, Mrs. Roosevelt said she 
would like to see “the permanent 
ousting of the Southern Dixiecrats 
from the Democratic party.” 

Names Rankin, Johnston. 

The widow of F.D.R. suggested 
that some southerners who oOp- 
posed Truman’s civil rights pro- 
gram would be denied congres- 


sional chairmanships if they are. 


not recognized as Democrats. She 
named specifically Representative 
John Rankin of Mississippi, dub- 
bing him “one of the worst reac- 
tionaries,” and Senator Olin John- 
ston of South Carolina.

Soccer Is Out, Coach Maniaci 


Tells Connell and Bob Rooney

goals for the El Reys saccer team the first time he donned a uniform, 
will.play no more soccer at Sportsman’s Park this season. Bob is a 
member of the freshman football squad at St. Louis University and 
the Billikens’ head coach, Joe Maniaci, has forbidden him to play 


more soccer, 

In the same difficult position is 
Bob Rooney, who does some quar- 
terbacking for the Billiken fresh- 
man squad. Bob is an outstand- 
ing soccer center forward, too, 
and he would be welcomed by any 
of St. Louis’s leading teams. 


Under the rules of the Missouri 
Valley Conference, an athlete who 
is a member of a school’s athletic 
squad, in any sport, cannot par- 
ticipate in “outside” competition 
without the permission of his own 
athletic board and of the confer- 
ence. So, the Maniaci ban is suf- 
ficient to stop Connell and 
Rooney. The alternative would be 
for the boys to turn in their grid 
suits, and neither would think of 
doing that. All they want to do is 
play college football six days a 
week and get in a bit of soccer 
on Sunday. Such ambition should 
be admired instead of squelched. 

It was generally expected Con- 
nell would have to give up _his 


yj connection with the El Reys be- 


cause they are a professional 
team. The player, himself, is a 
bona fide amateur in that he 
signed one of the United States 
Soccer Football Association’s 
“amateur” contracts and refused 
to accept money for his services. 
He is eligible as an amateur to 
represent this country in interna- 
tional games, including the Olym- 
pic Games. But the colleges are 


all snarled up in restrictions 
against their boys playing “with 
or against” professional] athletes. 

However, when you get a col- 
lege confgrence man in a corner 
and ask how this rule fits base- 
ball he tells you, “Oh, baseball is 
an exception.” It is well-known 
that many colleges schedule games 
each spring with major and minor 
league baseball teams, all profes- 
sionals. But, these college base- 
ball players are not barred, as a 
schoolboy soccer player would be 
if he did the same thing. If hase- 
ball is an “exception,” why isn’t 
soccer, basketball, horseshoe pitch- 
ing and roque? 

The inconsistency of the col- 
legiate attitude is further empha- 
sized by the fact that neither St. 
Louis U. nor Washington has soc- 
cer on its athletic prpgrams, It 
would seem the ethical thing to 
do would be to give the Rooneys 
and the Connells a chance to play 
soccer for St. Louis U., or Wash- 
ington U. As it is now, the Col- 
leges say, “You can’t play for us 
because we have no soccer team, 
and you can’t play for anyone else 
because we dOn’t want you to.” 

There is no chance that either 
Connell or Rooney will do much 
protesting to Maniaci about this 
unfair decision because both boys 
are enjoying some _ scholarship 
privileges. Connell came up from 
McBride High and Rooney from 
St. Louis U. High.

Long before the Bears began 
their seven-game winning streak 
which placed them among the 
better small elevens, the game 


with Western Michigan here was 
regarded as “the big one.” After 
all, it was the Broncos from Kal- 
amazoo who handed the Bears a 
146 defeat last year.. Besides, 
they’re the Bears’ biggest foe, 
with a starting lineup that will 
total much more than a ton— 
about 2190 pounds, in fact. 

Western’s high-scoring reputa- 
tion hasn’t been hurt by that 210- 
pound average of the starting 
line, whose center, Chuck School- 
master, has taught many an op- 
ponent a lesson with his 240 
pounds.

HE political writers of the nation, who were shown by the elec- 
tion results to be short on foresight, have made a sweeping come- 
back during the last week to prove that they are still powerfully

Before the election, 
they explained in analytical detail why Gov. Thomas E. Dewey would 
sweep the country, The people wanted a change after 16 years, Pres- 
ident Truman was weak and vacillating, Dewey was an able admin- 


istrator, ad infinitum. 


In the wake of the election up- 
get, as shown by a sampling of 
columns and special articles, the 
game political “experts” have been 
just as active in writing penetrat- 
ing and lucid explanations of the 
Truman triumph.

Many voters, who had borne in 
mind the debacle of the Literary 
Digest poll in 1936, blame the 
usually “well-informed” political 
prognosticators for leading them 
to expect a different outcome. 
Most political writers, in turn, 
point accusing fingers at the 
tidily-packagea professional polls. 
And the pollsters, who, after all, 
must earn a living, have an- 
nounced a new poll to determine 
why their pre-election polls were 
wrong. 

There is an ill-concealed ten- 
dency among the national cor- 
respondents in Washington to lay 
at least a portion of the cracked 
crystal ball on the doorsteps of 
local politicians and local repurt- 
ers. The Washington “specials” 
= point out that they must depend 
on the “raw material” for their 
conclusions, the raw Material be- 
ing the reports and analyses of 
news men and politicians in close 
tune to their local communities, all 
over the country. However that 
may be, the house of reportorial 
sagacity (political division) was 
rocked by the election from its 
foundation to its rafters, and no 
one seems to know what the 
political writers could have writ- 
ten “the morning after” had it 
not been for that handy old ex- 
pression, “eat crow.” 

In any case, it must be con- 
ceded that the writers have shown 
a kind of remarkable unity. In the 
period B.C. (before crow) they 
were unanimous in foreseeing a 
Dewey win, And now they still are 
fairly unified in explaining why 
Truman won. 

Eight Main Factors. 

Among the main factors widely 
listed are (1) the people tradi- 
tionally do not change leaders in 
times of prosperity, (2) the coun- 
try had absorbed the impact of 
the New Deal much more than 
realized, (3) reaction against the 
“do-nothing” Eightieth' Congress, 
particularly with respect to high 
prices, (4) strong labor turnout in 
industrial centers, spurred by the 
Taft-Hartley Act, (5) a heavy pro- 
Democratic Negro vote, resulting 
from Truman’s fight for civil 
rights, (6) Truman’s slugging 
campaign as contrasted with 
Dewey’s refusal to face issues, 
(7) the President’s personal 
warmth contrasted with Dewey’s 
aloofness, (8) sympathy for the 
underdog. ° 

Walter Lippmann, in his syndi- 
cated column, said Truman won 
because the Democrats, contrary 
to his expectation, brought out 
their full vote on election day. 
“The real strength of the Roose- 
velt democracy has manifested it- 
self unmistakably,” he wrote. 


“Mr. Truman’s campaign was an | 


outright adoption of the Roose- 
velt tradition and the Roosevelt 
political strategy.” 

Joseph and Stewart Alsop, in 
their “Matter of Fact” column, 
said the election demonstrated the 
people of the United States are 
considerably farther to the left 
than had been supposed. Truman’s 
campaign speeches, they pointed 
out, were consistently more ag- 
gressive and more radical than 
any Franklin D. Roosevelt ‘had 
made. 

Truman’s greatest strength, 
they went on, was the record of 
the Eightieth Congress. The Taft- 
Hartley Act galvanized the urban 
areas into action at the polls, 
while in the farm states Truman 
made friends by pointing to the 
work of the power lobbies in 
undercutting the Rural Electrifi- 
cation Administration and other 
public power projects. The Re- 
publican conservatism ofthe great 


Midwestern farm belt, which had 


been an accepted fact in all re- 

cent American political calcula- 

tion, is a fact no longer, they said. 
Marquis Childs’s Opinion. 


won by “courage, tireless cam- 
paigning, speaking frankly and 
clearly on every issue.” Dewey 
lost, he said, by “pussyfooting, 


procrastinating and never letting 
the voters know precisely where 
he stood on any issue.” 

Liberal Columnist Thomas L. 
Stokes wrote that Truman’s vic- 
tory was not only a tribute to his 
own sound sense and sure politi- 
cal intuition, but also a tribute to 
‘the sound sense of the American 
people, who are nearly always 
able to distinguish between “the 
real and the artificial, the honest 
and the phony.” In plain language, 
he went on, Truman had gone 
out to tell the folks about the 
lobbyists and their well-financed 
propaganda, and they had under- 
stood. The plain people of two 
“highly-organized” groups—indus- 
trial workers and farmers — par- 
ticularly were cited by Stokes. 

Credit to Clark Clifford. 

The New York Times’s James 
Reston, in contrast to hkrock, 
dwelt on the will of the majority 
rather than the minority. Reston 
cited four basic elements of Tru- 
man’s victory: (1) The ideas of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s New 
Deal and Woodrow Wilson’s new 
freedom, (2) the faith of Truman 
in these ideas and his courage in 
campaigning on them, (3) voting 
strength of a labor movement that 
acquired force from the middle 
and right by shedding the support 
of the ideological left, (4) the 
political tactics of Clark Clifford, 
which turned out to be correct 
despite the opposition of some of 
Truman’s other close associates. 
“Many times in the 44 months 
since the death of Franklin 
Roosevelt,” wrote Reston, “Mr. 
Truman had been a dubious and 


even wavering supporter of many 
of the New Deal measures of the 
past, but in identifying himself 
in the end with these issues, he 
gained a response which was 
greater than anybody on his cam- 
paign train had imagined.” Reston 
joined this correspondent in giv- 
ing Clifford much of the credit 
for Truman’s home-stretch cam- 
paign strategy.

He 
urged the needs for closer inter- 
American co-operation and more 
effective aid to the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. 


Errors Called Dangerous, 

It can hardly be denied that 
the Administration is open to just 
criticism for the way in which it 
has dealt with these vitally sig- 
nificant issues. In other cases, 
such as that of Spain, it has 
placed expediency above principle 
and has underestimated the worth 
of our fellow democracies’ confi- 
dence in American good faith and 
dependability. By its repeated 
disregard for the United Nations 
it has impeded the growth of the 
agency to which it so often ren- 
ders lip-service. 

Such dangerous errors as these 
are in no small part due to the 
growing extent of the National 
Security Council’s control over 
foreign policy. 

Our contest with the Soviet 
Union makes the co-ordination of 
foreign policy with defense pol- 
icy imperative. But so long as 
the principles, the objectives, and 
the implementation of our foreign 
pelicy are decided for us by the 
officials who. are responsible for 
the national defense, and who 
speak for the armed services, 
American foreign policy will be 
negative rather than positive, and 
founded on the theory that force 
is the only effective instrument 
of policy. 

Secretary’s Powers Reduced. 

The President’s constitutional 
authority in the field of foreign 
relations is exceedingly broad. The 
powers of the Secretary of State, 
on the contrary, are limited by the 
organic statute of 1789 to those 


delegated to him by the President.

many Presidents have used agen- 
cies outside of the State Depart- 
ment. The number of official ac- 
tivities which affect our foreign 
relations has become so great that 
this is now inevitable. 

Yet, until last year, within the 
executive branch of the Govern- 
ment, the Secretary: of State had 
the final say in deciding what 
our_foreign policy should be. In 
1947 his powers were for the first 
time effectively reduced by the 
act which created the National 
Security Council. 


The act states that it is the 
function of the council “to advise 
the President with respect to the 
integration of domestic, foreign 
and military policies relating to 
the national security.” Since the 
permanent members of the coun- 
cil, under the chairmanship of the 
President, are the Secretaries of 
State, Defense, Army, Navy and 
Air Force and the chairman of 
the National Security Resources 
Board, it is obvious, as I have al 
ready pointed out, that when, as 
at present, the Secretary of State 
is a professional soldier, and when, 
as af present, the President auto- 
matically approves the council’s 
recommendations, the point of 
view of the armed services will 
prevail in the determination of 
foreign policy. 

In the past the heads of the 
other executive departments had 
the opportunity at Cabinet meet- 
ings to advise the President on 
pending foreign policy decisions.

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Marquis Childs wrote that the

Housing Supply Comes First 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In reading your editorial about the 
failure of the slum clearance bond is- 
gue, I was pleased to note your com- 
ments to the effect that “the city des- 
perately needs both to get rid of slums 
and to supply housing for its people.” 

The failure of this proposal to gain 
even a simple majority of the votes is 
undoubtedly due to a combination of 
factors. One of the important ones, in 
my opinion, was the emphasis which the 
planners and proponents of the bond is- 
sue placed upon slum clearance, as dis- 
tinguished from better housing. eo 

In the opinion of the St. Louis Chap- 
ter of the American Association of So- 
cial Workers, this placed the cart be- 
fore the horse and was one of the rea- 
sons why we were able to give the pro- 
posal only a most qualified approval. 
We are giad to note, therefore, that your 
editorial gives the need for housing 
equal emphasis. 

You may be interested to know that 
our chapter has just appointed a com- 
mittee whose task it will be to study 
the history of low rent housing in St.

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- Save Missouri’s Springs 


Are some of Missouri’s rarest masterpieces of 
nature to be destroyed by the Army Engineers’ 
dam and reservoir construction on the Current 
river? 

State Geologist Edward L. Clark says such are 
the Army Engineers’ intentions. 

He reports that elevations on the engineers’ 
maps show that one projected dam and reservoir 
would flood Big Spring, in Big Spring State 
Park, near Van Buren, for months at a time, 
whereas it is never flooded more than two or 
three days at a time in its natural state. This 
would be tantamount to destroying the spring. 

Mr. Clark also is authority for the statement 
that another proposed dam and reservoir of the 
Army Engineers would permanently inundate 
Round and Alley springs, which are in state 
parks of the same names, Pulltight spring, and 
the nearby town of Eminence. 

The Army Engineers themselves present an al- 
together different picture of their intentions. 
Col. G. E. Galloway, engineer in charge of the 
Little Rock district, under which these projects 
come, says the effect of the dams on Big Spring 
would be “relatively smal}.” One dam would in- 
crease the duration of flooding there whenever 
there are floods, but another dam would reduce 
natural flood heights there, he says. 

These two reports about the same set of facts 
are irreconcilable. The people of Missouri ought 
to know which is correct. 

Big Spring is one of the most majestic, awe- 
some and beautiful natural phenomena in Mis- 
souri. It is nothing less than a river boiling in 
blue-green fury out of the foot of a rock cliff. 
No one who ever saw it could ever forget it. 
There is nothing else like it in the United States. 

The only spring in the country that is larger— 
Silver Springs, in Florida, whieh is but slightly 
larger at that—is entirely different. Silver 
Springs is a placid lake; Big Springs is a dra- 
matic scene, of water gushing out of the ground 
with fearful power and forming a river of 
smooth, crystal-clear water. Round, Alley and 
Pulltight springs are other parts of the natural 
phenomena of the underground rivers of Ozark 
Missouri. 

If the Army Engineers have in mind destroy- 
ing or impairing any of these springs, they have 
got a fight coming. Missourians who love these 
big springs—and what other kind of Missourian 
is there?—don’t propose to let any harm come 
to them. 

The Army Engineers have a lot to say in gen- 
eral about their policy of never constructing a 
project until the people of the area involved 
have spoken their mind. We think they owe 
Missouri a candid and complete report on what 
they have in mind for the Current river. And 
we think they ought to make it, not when they 
are almost ready to start pouring concrete, but 
promptly. 
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A Difficult Issue to Court 


One of the most controversial sections of the . 


Taft-Hartley Act is that which deprives a labor 
union of access to the. National Labor Relations 
Board until its officers swear that they are not 
members of the Communist party. The Eightieth 
Congress thought this a proper protection against 
Communists in the labor movement. Many citi- 
zens who have no use for Communists regard 
it as an invasion of freedom of thought. To 
them this is an unconstitutional provision, di- 
rected against a political affiliation which has 
not been outlawed. 

This difficult question has now been accepted 
by the United States Supreme Court in the col- 
lective bargaining case of Press Wireless, Inc. 
The case will be argued pro and con before the 
nine Justices and they will then weigh the con- 
flicting considerations. The result may or may 
not settle the issue, but in any case the country 
will have the benefit of a thorough discussion on 
a high plane. This is a case to watch. 
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Big News from the Navy 

Two highly significant statements, each about 
as jarring as a depth charge, have been made by 
high ‘ranking officers taking part in the naval 
war games now being held in the Arctic waters 
off eastern Canada. First, the commander of the 
Atlantic fleet submarines, Rear Admiral James 
Fife, says that 200 of the postwar type submar- 
ines “could sweep the United States merchant 
marine from the seas.” He points out that eight 
of these schnorkel-equipped Guppies turned 
back an “invasion fleet” of 100 ships. 

The second and more important statement, 
made by Vice Admiral D. B. Duncan, in charge 
of the maneuvers, is that the Navy has new anti- 
submarine devices “on the way” which will de- 
feat the speedy schnorkel-equipped submarine. 
He says that these devices are past the experi- 
mental stage and all that remains to be done is 
to equip the fleet with them. Thus it seems our 
ships are not in danger of being swept off the 
seas. 

If this is correct, it is of great significance be- 
cause Russia, with no surface ships worth men- 
tion, has long been embarked on a program of 
developing an efficient, ‘aggressive fleet of 
underwater craft with which it might be pos- 
sible to control the seven seas. Into her hands 
fell the German U-boat yards with all their 
equipment, blueprints and highly skilled tech- 
nicians. She got both the Type XXI, after 
which our Guppy is copied, and valuable data on 
the Type XXVI, which has 10 knots more speed 
than the XXI. 

It remains to be seen whether Admiral Dun- 
can’s statement on the new detection devices 
would apply to the XXVI. It is not even known 
for sure that Russia has subs of the XXVI type 
in service. But it is apparent that our Navy is 
making great progress. It cannot afford to do 
less. For this nation, depending upon control of 
the seas-for passage of men and supplies, would 
face disaster if the gubmarine acquired an un- 
challenged dominancy. 
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Better Not Be Famous 

The famous, even after death, cannot claim 
the benefits of good manners. Their most pri- 
vate thought is deemed public property.

The general circulation of some of 
the personal details, however, might have em- 
barrassed even the tough old tyrant of the eight- 
eenth century drawing-rooms. But that is the 
penalty imposed on the great. They cannot ap- 
peal even to the old rule that nothing but good 
should be spoken of the dead. 
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In France’s Electoral College - 

Americans who went so far wrong in apprais- 
ing the political trend in their own country had 
better be cautious in efforts to explain what is 
happening in France just now. 

In Sunday’s electoral college voting on can- 
didates for the Council of the Republic, the rath- 
er impotent upper chamber of the French Par- 
liament, Gen. De Gaulle’s party (RPF) came out 
on top with at least 99 seats—about a third of 
the total. Showing new strength, the old Radi- 
cals ran second with 50. The Socialists got 48. 
The Communists got a mere 16. And the MRP, 
which once looked like the dominant, middle- 
of-the-road party in postwar France, got only 15, 

Taken at face value, the Gaullist victories seem 
to justify the general’s frequent and blatant as- 
sertions that he is again well on the way to su- 
preme authority in Paris. However, in the pop- 
ular elections held only a few weeks ago to se- 


lect the members of the electoral college, De ~ 


Gaulle got only 13 per cent of the votes. At that 
time, the Socialists got 26 per cent and the Radi- 
cals 21 per cent. Only the Communist and 
MRP strength was approximately the same with 
10 and 9 per cent of the votes respectively. 


The difference between the popular and the 
electora] votes may bear out De Gaulle’s claim 
that many of his supporters ran under the ban- 
There is 
also the possibility that mounting Communist dis- 
turbances in the mining areas caused many in- 
dividual electors to decide that French salva- 
tion lies in a shift to the extreme right. In 
either case, Sunday’s proceedings show how 
complicated the French set-up is, and how far it 
may drift from the expressed popular will. 


The French answer to this is that their sys- 
tem is much more flexible than ours and that 
therefore it more quickly reflects changes in sen- 
timent. Maybe the French voters did change 
their minds between the seventeenth of October 
and the seventh of November. Maybe they did 
decide that De Gaulle is a savior instead of a 
menace. But nobody asked them, and it would 
be mighty hard to prove. 


Meanwhile, the parties are too badly divided 
to provide an effective working majority. But 
in the Council of the Republic—which, if it does 
not like a measure passed by the Assembly, can 
do no more than ask that body to read it a sec- 
ond time—this may not make much difference. 
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The Thomas Indictment 


Representative J. Parnell Thomas stands in- 
dicted on what are particularly ugly charges 
against a man in a position of the highest trust: 
that he took salary kickbacks from congressional 
employes and that he put people on the payrolk 
who did not work. 


Before the election, this expert of smear tech- 
nique charged the Democratic Administration 
with trying to smear him with the kickback 
charges. He then expressed eagerness to testify 
before the grand jury. After the election, he 
changed the tune and refused to testify on 
grounds that he might incriminate himself. 
Nevertheless, Thomas is innocent in the sight of 
the kaw until he is proved guilty, even though he 
denied this same fundamental decency to vic- 
tims of the Un-American Activities Committee. 

The House of Representatives, however, has a 
duty quite apart from the duties of the jury that 
will try Thomas. The House should refuse to 
seat him in the next Congress until he is acquit- 
ted on all counts. Only in this way can the 
House keep faith with those citizens who, acting 
in the high function of federal grand jury, 
studied the evidence and found it weighty 
enough to bring Thomas to trial. 
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Curmudgeon’s Return? 

Mr. Truman is going to do much more than 
fish during the two weeks he spends on that sun- 
bathed, wind-swept, unregenerate bit of land 
down where the Gulf and the Ocean meet. 

Thinking and planning are likely to be his 
chief occupations. ,He will be returning to the 
White House in his own right, and he will have 
to make up his mind as to what his own Admin- 
istration is to be like. The first thing to occur 
to him in this connection must be the fact that 
his record will depend largely on his appointees 
—especially the members of his Cabinet. 

Mr. Truman’s present Cabinet is not very dis- 
tinguished. Some of its members have served 
him none too well. A few of them have almost 
ignored him in their operations. Not one of 
them has shown himself to be a man with a 
really broad vision ranging over all the nation’s 
interests at home and abroad. 

In searching for such a lieutenant—or prefer- 
ably a number of them—it may occur to the 
President that one is available in the person of 
crusty old Harold Ickes, who campaigned so 
brilliantly for Mr. Truman, In fact, he was one 
of the few old New Dealers who rendered such 
service. 

In the Roosevelt Cabinet, Ickes proved himself 
to be a man of blunt integrity and progressive 
outlook, of wide experience and generally sound 
judgment. The demands of depression and war 
revealed him as one of the most able admin- 
istrators in Washington. 

The circumstances under which Mr. Ickes left 
the Truman Administration, taken in the right 
spirit, now can be made into a bond rather than 
For his convic- 
tions’ sake, Ickes put the affair aside and ap- 
pealed for Mr. Truman's re-election, While a 
Cabinet appointment should depend on more 
than partisan loyalty and campaign aid, it must 
be clear to the President that some of his pres- 
ent associates did not do nearly so much. 

Mr. Truman will have more than one place to 
fill as he prepares to carry out his mandate to 
continue the Roosevelt tradition. It certainly 
would be easier to attract the help he needs for 
this if he already had at his side such an old 


_ Roosevelt stalwart as-Harold Ickes. 


At least, that is an idea which may occur to 
the President as he fishes off Key West.

Because our fundamental democratic tenets 
are still under constant fire, this program 
has become a matter of high moral strate- 
gy. But even with- 
out this challenge, 
civil rights legisla- 
tion has become a 
compelling political 
and economic neces- 
sity in the United 
States, 

Under the urgent 
pressures and exer- 
tions of war we 
le@rned many lessons. 
We found that dis- 
crimination in em- 
ployment deprived us of precious produc- 
tion; that year-to-year denial of job op- 
portunities for many of our citizens had 
robbed our economy of skilled manpower; 
that segrated housing, hospitals and 
schools were expensive; that a Jim Crow 
army was an inefficient anachronism,

Overwhelming Approval for Action 


These lessons were not lost on us as a 
nation. All over America a search for new 
solutions began to stir. This culminated 
last year when a committee of distinguished 
citizens examined the entire civil rights 
question at the behest of President Tru- 
man. The committee presented a full slate 
of recommendations for national, state and 
local legislation. The President acted upon 
these recommendations by submitting re- 
quests for legislation to Congress. 

Almost immediately, the whole question 
of civil rights legislation became charged 
with political controversy. After a year 
of that controversy, two significant facts 
have emerged. First, the American people 
are civil rights conscious. 

The second emerging fact is that the ob- 
jectives of the President’s report have won 
the overwhelming approval of the Ameri- 
can people. This is evidenced by the plat- 
forms of both major political parties. In 
the case of the Democratic party at least, 


approval came by’ no perfunctory parlia- 


mentary nod. Testimony of the seriousness 
with which the Democratic party took that 
pledge was the secession of the Dixiecrats. 


Pressure Cooker vs, Melting Pot 

The predictions of the political astrolog- 
ers on that score were somewhat wide of 
the mark. The big “split” turned out to 
be a splinter which strengthened the Dem- 
ocratic party by attracting the principled 
adherence of many new supporters, 

Discounting the hard core of opposition 
which travels under the raggedy yellow 
banner of White Supremacy, the main line 
of criticism against the President’s recom- 
mendations has come from persons who 
would prefer “gradualism” as against what 
they charge is a blitzkrieg presentation of 
a “package deal.” Even from among those 


who profess complete agreement with the 


goals of the President’s recommendations, 


comes the constant complaint that Mr. Tru- | 


man has asked us to junk the old melting 
pot idea in favor of the pressure cooker. 


The problem of tactics may properly be 
discussed by any sincere supporter of the 
civil rights program. However, I have 
been in politics long enough to know that 
democracy, operating at top speed, rarely 
gets beyond gradualism in its peacetime 
lawmaking. If we boldly stake out our 
goals and needs, the cumbersome legisla- 
tive processes of the nation, state and city 
will gradually swing into line. If you start 
out shooting for gradualism, the legislative 
process is apt to produce a studious back- 
sliding into the status quo. 


“Education,” Two Kinds 


To those who say we are trying to rush 
the issue of civil rights, I have said, and 
I still maintain, that we are 172 years late. 

A more oblique line of attack comes from 
those who maintain that civil rights legis- 
lation will not work until we get every- 
body “educated.” Then presumably, we 
would not need it at all, 


As one who has been a teacher, I share 
the American faith in formal education. I 
know that the lifting of educational stand- 
ards is a real answer to many problems. 
But I have also had some experience as 
Mayor of Minneapolis, where I learned of 
the profound educational value of the traf- 
fic ticket, the fire law, the inspections of 
the Health Department, and yes, the Fair 
Employment Practices ordinance. 

In factories, mills and department stores, 
many Minneapolis workers have become 
acquainted for the first time with Negroes 
and Jews, Strained feelings about “minor- 
ity groups” are disappearing in the face of 
mutual understanding among individuals. 


Not a Southern Problem Alone 
Important, too, is the fact that our city’s 


_ FEPC has focused the attention of trend- 


setting’ citizens in the fields of employ- 
ment, housing, hotel and theater manage- 
ment on the whole problem of discrimina- 
tory practices, Many of their old policies 
suddenly were out of step. These practices 
were examined and evaluated. Examina- 
tion of policy turned into examination of 
conscience, and the little barriers that can 
exist inside even a democratic city began 
to crumble away. 

Southerners must understand that this 
problem is not theirs alone, Civil rights 
legislation has become a federal problem 
because in some way or other every state 
in the Union, not just those of the South, 
has denied to some of its citizens the full 
rights of American citizenship. 

America today offers the best promise 
for the survival of the democratic idea, But 
only through courageous action to extend 
the frontiers of human rights at home can 
we earn the unquestioned right to cham- 
pion the cause of human freedom through- 
out the world.

A Superficial Resume 
MIDWEST HERITAGE, by John Drury. (A. A. Wyn, 

Inc., New York.) 

Here is a superficial resume of certain 
aspects of Mid-America’s heritage, lavishly 
dressed out with some 300 old engravings. 

The task of interpreting our regional 
heritage which Mr. Drury seems to have 
taken up, certainly needs to be done, We 
wish we could lend encouragement to the 
author, but so far the results of his writing 
exhibit an unfortunate lack of understand- 
ing, as well as lack of information. In this 
volume, that is particularly true in his sec- 
tions relating to St. Louis and Missouri. 

Auguste Chouteau was neither the 
founder of St..Louis nor of St. Charles, Mr. 
Drury to the contrary He did not design 
the home of St. Louis’ founder, Pierre La- 
clede Liguest, nor was that house chiefly 
built by Indians. St. Louis did not first 
bear the name of Carondelet. We could 
continue, but we conclude with pointing 
out that St. Louis’ waterfront is the site for 
the Jefferson National Expansion Memo- 
rial, not of the “Thomas Jefferson Memo- 
rial Plaza.” 

The engravings reproduced in the volume 
are unquestionably interesting as examples 
of the popular art of the latter nineteenth 
century. As a pictorial record of Midwest 
heritage, they must be taken with certain 
reservations, While many are based on 
contemporary, on-the-scene sketches, many 
others are only the product of artistic 
imagination, The latter are not only inac- 
curate, but often misleading. 

In subject matter the engravings picture 
the cities and towns of the Midwest, life 
along its rivers and lakes, personalities, 
agriculture, industry and social behavior. 

Most of them were 
selected from period- 
icals and books dat- 
ing after the Civil 
War period, but a 
few were taken from 
J CC. Wild’s notable 
“The Valley of the 
Mississippi,” and 
Henry Lewis’ “Das 
Illustrirte Mississip- 
pithal,” dating from 
an earlier period, 

A few of the illus- 
trations are mis- 
labeled, including one 

b of the Louis Bolduc 
John Drury house in Ste. Gene- 
vieve, which is called the “Valle House.” 

As far as this reviewer is concerned, the 
publishers, A. A, Wyn, Inc., New York, 
carry off whatever honors the volume mer- 
its, This is one of the most attractively de- 
signed and printed books we have seen in 
many a day.

Republicrats who went for Her- 
bert Hoover in 1928 and carried 
five Southern states with them 
will happen to the Dixiecrats. 


The Danger of Force. 


But, «measured against’ the 
background of the problem of the 
South, this is minor. On the rec- 
ord is the stand of the President 
for civil rights legislation. The 
platform of the Democratic party 
goes even further in declaring for 
legislation to implement the civi. 
rights program. 

On the record, too, is the im- 
placable resistance of almost every 
element in the South to that pro- 
gram. This is not merely the 
Dixiecrats and the Talmadgeites. 


Not even the most progressive 
leaders, such as Jonathan Daniels 
of North Carolina, who worked 
hard and long for: President Tru- 
man’s re-election, could support 
the kind of legislation which 
would mean the use of federal 
force to compel equality of oppor- 
tunity. Hodding Carter, publisher 
and editor of the Delta (Miss.) 
Democrat-Times and one of the 
most courageous liberal editors in 
the South, declared during the 
campaign for Dewey. Obviously 
he did so because he could not 
accept the civil rights program. 


Need for Compromise. 


In this interim period before the 
new Congress convenes, what is 
urgently needed is a workable 
compromise acceptable to all but 
extremists in North and South. 
Such a compromise could mean 
real progress toward the goals of 
the President’s Civil Rights Com- 
mission. 

The first step would be to call a 
conference of Southern leaders. 
Such a conference should repre- 
sent virtually all moderate and 


Dixiecrats. 
The logical meeting place is in 


ogee North Carolina. North Carolina 


s A Possible Formula. 


To such a conference, held in 
Raleigh or Chapel Hill, the Presi- 
dent could be invited to speak. 
With the bitterness of the cam- 
paign in the past, he could be ex- 
pected to approach the subject 
with reason and fairness. 

Surely a. middle way which will 
mean genuine progress is possible. 
Take, for example, one of the 
touchiest features of the pregram 
—a proposed federal anti-lynching 
law. This would mean the use of 
federal force to detect, to appre- 
hend and to convict and punish 
those guilty of the crime of lynch- 
ing. This goes against the pas- 
sionate conviction of a large part 
of the South. 

But it would surely be possible 
to work out federal-state legisla- 
tion that would not violate this 
conviction and yet would strength- 
en the barriers against lynching. 
The state law might, for example, 
provide that when local authori- 
ties failed to take effective action 
in a lynching, the Governor would 
be required to call on the Federal 
Government for assistance and 
the Government in Washington 
would be required to respond to 
such a request. 


Incentive to Co-operate. 


Federal aid to education could 
be given to the states.on ¢ondition 
that they lived up to equality of 
educational opportunity. This is 
merely to suggest the form’ of a 
workable compromise. 

Unless such constructive action 
is taken, we can expect one of sev- 
eral unhappy results. A political 
stalemate, after floods of violent 
Dixiecrat oratory, would produce 
a deep disillusion among those 
who voted for Truman in the be- 
lief he would remedy known 
wrongs. 

If arbitrary legislation is passed 
after a bitter battle by a narrow 
margin, the danger of explosive 
violence in the South will be in- 
creased. It will make hopeless the 
position of Southern liberals and 
give the real enemies of the South 
their long-awaited opportunity.

TRUMAN ASKS FOR LIST 


OF SUGGESTED LAWS 


U.S. Agencies Ate Told to 
Submit Proposals for 
Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP)— 
President Truman has asked all 
government agencies to let him 
know by Nov. 29 what new laws 
they think are needed in their 
field. 

In a letter circulated yesterday 
to all departments, bureaus and 
commissions, the President also 
asked officials to report on any 
subjects they wished to be in- 
cluded in the State of the Union 
message and the economic mes- 
gage to be delivered shortly after 
Congress opens. / 

The legislative reports, he said, 
should be as “complete as pos- 
sible” by the end of this month, 
but additiona] listings may be 
made until Dec. 15 when “it is 
expected that your legislative pro- 
gram will be fully developed.” 

The President instructed depart- 
ment heads to file their reports 
through the Bureau of the Budget. 
He said they should show the fol- 
lowing content: 

“1. The subject matter of all 
legislation which you desire to 
propose for consideration (of Con- 
gress). 

“2. The state of readiness of 
legislative drafts and supporting 
material. 

“3. Reference to the bills and 
House or Senate reports in the 
Eightieth Congress concerning the 
subjects covered in your program, 
together with a brief appraisal of 
the adequacy of these bills. 

“4. Your views on the timing 
of introduction and congressional 
consideration. 

“5. The names of other depart- 
ments and agencies which, in your 
judgment, are interested in the 
Same subjects.”

How to Raise Bees 
Atop a Skyscraper 


By Newton Fulbright 


NEW YORK. 
BOVE New York’s rush and roar, on a fif- 
A teenth floor terrace in Rockefeller Center, 
are three beehives which produced 100 pounds 
of honey this summer. Surrounded by acres of 
concrete, glass and 
tarred roofs, the 
bees have thrived 
in their urban api- 
ary since 1943. 

It was that year 

that L, H. Hartman, 
president of L. H. 
Hartman Company, 
Inc., advertising 
agency, conceived 
the idea of placing 
a beehive in the 
war-time victory 
garden outside his 
office window, atop 
the Associated 
Press Building, 50 
Rockefeller Plaza. 
The bees did so well he decided to add another 
hive in 1944 and still another in 1945. This, he 
figures, is about the capacity of his 45 by 10-foot 
terrace.

Head of Women in Air Force Got Good Training as WAC in Recent War

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 7. 


ACK some six years ago when 

World War II was winding 

itself up for what looked like 
a whale of a scrap, Geraldine P. 
May decided that she’d never be 
happy unless she poked her finger 
in the fight. No youngster, Ger- 
aldine May—now a Colonel and 
director of the new organization, 
Women in the Air Force—was 
then 47 and old enough, her Cali- 
fornia friends pédinted out, to sit 
home and maybe do a little knit- 
ting instead of traipsing off to 
some unheard of place called Fort 
Des Moines to join something 
called the WACs. 

Today the five-foot-three Colonel, 
who during the war served as WAC 
Staff Director for Air Transport 
Command and flew some 250,000 
miles during the course of her 
duties, just grins when she talks 
of her six years in the service. 

“It was all wonderful,” she says 
happily. “But getting the WAF 
organized and going is still bet- 
ter. I think I must feel like a 
woman who’s just had a baby. 
Just as she watches that baby 
grow I watch the WAF grow. It’s 
exciting.” . 

Despite her responsible position 
as director of this new women’s 
service, the Colonel, who could 
lop a decade off her 53 years 
and never be accused of fudging 
on her age, refuses to take her- 
self too seriously. She has a hard 
time holding a straight face when, 
a bunch of her WAF's marching 
down a company street meet her 
and snap her their smart salutes. 
Ofttimes she finds that she has 
completely forgotten to return a 
salute and has just grinned and 
nodded a “howareyuh.” 

“IT don’t want these girls to look 
at me in a uniform and think of 
me as just another officer,” the 
Colonel says. “I want them to 
remember that I’m also a woman.” 

Being a woman in the job she 
held for Air Transport Command 
brought the Colonel into some 
highly amusing situations during 
the war. Once, loaded on a C-46 
with 50 enlisted men and some as- 
sorted cargo, she stopped over- 
night at an airfield somewhere on 
— south end of the Sahara des- 
ert. ‘ 

“I got into the transient officers 
building and found a room that I 
supposed was occupied by some 
USO girls I had heard were stop- 
ping over there,” she tells the 
story on herself. “Three of the 
beds in the room had lumps in 
them which I could see in the 
dark, so I took the fourth bed and 
crawled in, dead to the world. Be- 
fore I could even close my eyes a 
sergeant was shaking me. I got 
up and followed him out in the 
hall only to discover that I had 
gone to bed in the same room with 
Carl Hubbell and two men from 
his baseball team.” 

Graduated with the first WAC

officer candidate class at Des 
Moines, Ia., in August, 1942, Col. 
May spent most of her six years’ 
military service with the Air 
Force. As WAC Staff Director for 
Air Transport Command, she had 
under her jurisdiction 6000 WAC 
enlisted personnel and officers at 
29 ATC bases in the United States 
and 12 in Canada, Alaska, Labra- 
dor, the British Isles, North and 
Central Africa, India, the Ha- 
waiian Islands and Bermuda, It 
was her job to visit ATC bases 
throughout the world to determine 
their suitability for WAC person- 
nel and to return periodically on 


tours of inspection.

S izer, Col. May had had little 

actual experience to prepare 
her for the big job that was 
dumped into her diminutive lap 
during the war. Born in Albany, 
N.Y., on April 21, 1895, she attend-

from the University of California 
in Berkeley. 

Until her marriage in 1928, she 
did social work in San Francisco, 
Calif.,, and after her marriage 
lived in Tulsa, Okla., for 10 years. 
When her husband died she re- 
turned to California, where she 
says she still keeps what posses- 
sions she has left after leaving 
hits of her personal belongings 
around various air bases scattered 
over the face of the globe. 

After enlisting in the Army and 
upon receiving her commission she 
was assigned as recruiting officer 
with the Recruiting District of 
Oklahoma under the Eighth Serv- 
ice Command and in March of 
1943 was appointed to the job of 
WAC Staff Director for ATC. The 
war over, she was assigned in Oc- 
tober of 1946 to the War Depart- 
ment General Staff at Washing- 
ton, D.C., and in January of 1947 
was appointed WAC Staff Direc- 
tor for the Army Ground Forces 
at Fort Monroe, Va., where she 
supervised the activities of all

Nothing annoys the trim, attrac- 
tive head of this women’s service 
so much as being called “deva- 
statingly efficient,” as she was re- 
cently described in an Army piece 
of publicity. 

“T just run thé things I have to 
do in the Army like I'd keep 
house,” she laughs, and you get the 
idea that she thinks it might not 
be a bad idea if some Army men 
learned to be good housekeepers.

BSOLUTELY without modesty 
when it comes to talking of her 
own culinary accomplishments, 
Col. May unhesitatingly describes 
herself as “a pretty terrific cook.” 

“My apartment in Washington,” 
she says, “is always full of women 
in the service. They don’t come 
to see me. They come to eat my 
cooking.” 

One of the Colonel’s favorite 
recipes is for a coffee cake that 
she bakes every Sunday morning 
for breakfast when she’s at home. 
She says she’s one of those “take- 
a-pinch-of-that” cooks but she 
guarantees the result. 

“You take,” she directs, “a lump 
of butter the size of an egg and 
three-quarters of a cup of sugar 
and cream them together. Then 
you throw an egg in that and beat 
it around. Add one-half a cup of 
milk and one and one-half cups of 
sifted flour and two teaspoons of 
baking powder. Mix all that up 
and put it in a long baking tin 
and pour melted butter, brown 
sugar and cinnamon on the top 
and I’d say you bake it about 20 
minutes. I can’t tell the exact time 
because I can’t. remember when 
I’ve been fortunate enough to do 
baking in an oven with heat con- 
trol.” 

At 53, Col. May still wears only 
a size nine dress. She loves civi- 
lian clothes and climbs into them 
the minute she’s off duty. 

.“There’s no sense,” she says, “in 
a woman losing her femininity 
just because her job calls for her 
to wear a uniform.” 

With her brand new WAF off 
to a smooth start, the colonel ad- 
mits to one worry. Records here 
at Lackland Air Force Base show 
that men in the Air Force put on 
an average of 18 pounds during 
their 13 weeks of basic training. 

“We can’t have that with the 
girls,” she says flatly. 

By July of 1950 Col, May, under 


present plans, will be directing an , 


organization of 4000 enlisted 
women, 300 officers and 40 war- 
rant officers. 

“After 1950,” the colonel beams, 
“the quota will be raised to 2 
per cent of the strength of the en- 
tire USAF. And remember the 
WAF isn’t a corps. These girls 
are in the Air Force, they’re an 
integral part of their service.”

For every person in this ‘world 
who complains that “my house is 
too damp during the winter” there 
is another who shouts, “my house 
gets too warm during the winter.” 
This, as you can see, makes for a 
fascinating conversation. 
Excessively dry air is not good 
for you, your house or your fur- 
niture. What's worse, when air is 
very dry it takes a higher tempera- 
ture to make you feel comfortable 
than would be required if there 
were the proper amount of mois- 
ture present. Now that we have 
you convinced that dry air is bad, 


‘we go on to point out what you 


can do about it. 
Most warm air furnaces can be 
equipped with some type of device 


‘to increase the water content of 


the air that goes up through the 
heating ducts, Installing a humid- 
ifier on this type of plant is not 
very involved. Things do get com- 
plicated in the case of a steam or 
hot water system but what you 
can use here is an independent 
humidifier which sits somewhere 
in the house and tosses moisture 


into the air. Be careful not to 
set these humidifiers too high or 
you'll be complaining about damp 
air before you know it. 

There are a lot of temporary 
Measures you can use to moisten 
up the air a little but they are only 
temporary. One is to hang wet 
bath towels over radiators. An- 
other is to leave a shower running 
for a time.

LD-FASHIONED cookbooks 
0) often called for a “pinch of 

salt” in recipes, and some- 
times modern recipes do, too. 
Many good cooks object to this, 
feeling it’s not specific enough. 
And it’s certainly true that what- 
ever a pinch of salt is to me, it 
may not be the same to you. 
When I take a big pinch, I pick 
up more than 1/8 teaspoonful. 
But When I pinch daintily, I 
probably get no more than 1/64 
teaspoonful of salt. 

It’s often said that a really 
good cook keeps tasting as sea- 
sonings are added to get the just- 
right flavor. In no other way can 
she be sure her concoction con- 
tains a pleasing amount of salt or 
other flavorings. 

The reason for saying a “pinch 
of salt” is to indicate to the cook 
that some salt is needed to im- 
prove the flavor of the food, and 
that the amount used, whether it 
be a small or large pinch, de- 
pends on the likes and dislikes 
of her family.

Impressions of Cairo 
ATRO was both deafening and wilting. The bazaar people 
( shrieked in half a dozen languages, adding to the din set 
up by a constant thunder of motor horns pounded by 


Egyptian motorists with a zeal even greater than that of 
Parisian drivers. The heat was stupefying; it sucked at our 
energy, soaked our wool uniforms, pulled curls from our hair, 
But it was foreign, and fun. 

All Egyptians, in contrast to Algiers’ stringy Arabs, looked 
as though they had been living on the proverbial fat of the 
land, despite the war-parched landscape so near by. The fat, 
dully-clad women seemed to worship bright baubles, even more 
than their sisters on Fifth Avenue, Bond Street, and the Rue de 
la Paix; their pudgy bodies sparkled with giant gilt earrings, 
necklaces, bracelets, and rings. Some carried earthen jugs 
on their heads, picture-book style, giving even the stoutest 
an enviable, graceful, proud carriage. Many of the men in this 
quarter wore Western costume, the tight European business 
suit, with an incongruous fez. We accepted the hordes of 


begging children as part of the Mediterranean scenery.

over the pyramids. 

Riding into the city, we forgot 
the heat and the dirt, oggling like 
tourists the world over. Cairo was 
an oasis of prewar memories, 
filled with smart, well-fed people 
and civilian motor cars.

HE ride ended before a large 
villa reserved for Gen. Eisen- 
hower. “Big, isn’t it?” he said 
sheepishly as we looked around.

. “Don’t worry about us, Sir,”

It was irregular, but well- 
appreciated. We had found a home 
in Cairo. An officer in charge of 
the General's arrangements moved 
three beds into a room on the 
ground floor section which had 
the added attraction of a private 
bath. 

The rea] thrill of our visit came 
when General Marshall, alarmed 
at the haggard, harried look of 
his Mediterranean commander, di- 
rected General Eisenhower to take 
a few days’ rest before returning 
to the Italian campaign. The Chief 
of Staff, in fact, ordered General 
Ike to take three days for a com- 
plete holiday, Always the good 
soldier and well aware of his poor 
mental @ind physical health, Ike 
agreed—but where could he go for 
absolute change, privacy and rest? 

Air Chief Marshal Tedder, long 
an Eisenhower intimate, came up 
with the perfect answer: Luxor. 
One of his personal friends was 
Major Emery, the noted archaeol- 
ogist. Would the General be inter- 
ested in a specially conducted tour 
of Luxor and the burial grounds 
of the Pharaohs? He could retreat 
several thousand years from the 
nervous Present. As further- bait, 
Tedder offered the use of his own 
plane. 

General Ike, a lifelong student 
of history, leaped at the opportu- 
nity. And, ever unselfish, he in- 
vited along several of his party. 
Elliott Roosevelt, Tex, Ruth, 
Louise and I accepted; I, for one, 
was frankly thrilled at this chance 
to see Luxor, Karnak and a part 
of the past which had intrigued 
me since — days. 
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When we got hae to Cairo, 
General Marshall knew at once 
that his idea of a holiday for the 
Supreme Commander had been a 
corker, In fact, General Ike looked 
so rested and energetic that his 
Boss insisted upon another tour, 
if only a quick one.

Memories of Egypt and Palestine 
faded completely as I worked late 
each night to reduce those piles 
of the General’s “fan mail.” 


can Expeditionary Force building 
in Britain, and that Tke would 
go to Washington to become 
Chief of Staff. 

But on December 7, the anni- 
versary of Pear! Harbor, the mes- 
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sage came through: General 
Eisenhower would be top boss of 
Overlord, the all-ott assault upon 
Nazi Europe. 

This happy news, contained in 
@ vague message from General 
Marshall, arrived just as we were 
preparing for the return visit of 
President Roosevelt. So the nor- 
mal excitement over General 
Eisenhower’s appointment was 
lost in the bustle of readying 
Amilcar and the White House. 
The President planed in that 
same afternoon, more fit and en- 
ergetic than the rest of his party 
from Cairo. 

I was up before dawn the next 
morning to drive General Ike and 
the President to the airfield for 
a dewey 6:30 a.m. takeoff.

Roosevelt was just as friendly 
and natural as before. “Pa” Wat- 
son walked over. “The President 
— to say goodbye to you,” he 
said.

States, Child. If you do, please be 
sure to come and see me!”

Didn’t you recognize my 
bidding as strong?” 

North said, more disgustedly:
